Memorandum for Under Secretary Tins ton: 


Orders for coins received from the Chicago Federal deserve Bank 
r- 6 been sent to Denver and .-.ere delayed at that point on account ox 
l ic transfer of coin and bullion! at tiiat institution iron the custody 
of one superintendent to another, which involved the piscina of funds 
t ie credit of t.;e Superintendent to pay for shipments, fuen this 
difficulty, ■■as overcome the Post Office Department ..as unable on short 
notice to supply lochs enough to cover the large orders, hence further 
ueiuy ensued. 

...t the re sees’, of this Bureau the Treasurer’s office has today 
tea., asked to order the shipment of all unfilled Orders at Denver by 
express. It is understood the orders are practically cleared. 

Shipments from the mint at Philadelphia during the last four 
months have exceeded the shipments of the corresponding period of last 
y®ar by 110,000,000 pieces, and the orders at that Bint are practically 

current. 

There is no way by which the Mints can anticipate the extent of 
the pressure for coinage at this time each pear. The banks withhold 
their requests until close to Christmas time, with the result that the 
mints are expected to ship large quantities of coi. ; on short notice 
■ hen it is difficult at times for the Post Office and the express com¬ 
panies to cooperate vith the mints. 

The experience of this Bureau is that large quantities of coins 
o-1 led for at this time find their way back to the Treasury before the 
end of January. The demand is not so much for actual commercial use of 
;oir,s as to moot the demand for new coins at this time of year, .til of 
the coins being paid out at Philadelphia are new and this has tended to 
increase the abnormal demand.
